The Moscow municipal council has 


telegraphed Witte and Baron Solsby, 
head of the commission which elabor- 
ated the plans for the proposed nation- 
al assembly, that "owing to the de- 
plorable situation the 
municipality 


appeals to the ijjMriotism of the states- 
men who are wecting affairs praying 
them to immediately re-establish law 
and order based on fundamental

Advices frorm provincial 
centers 


show that the rioting has already be- 
gun but disturbances have not become 
general. ^Troops have attacked 
the 


people in several 
districts and the 


demonstrations 
have' been 
attended 


• with bloodshed. Dispatches telling of 
the disorders are meager. 


At Gomel, three bombs were thrown 


at the chief of police and the troops. 
At Revel the mob fired a theatre. The 
troops charged upon the rioters with 
bayonets and clubs. A number of 
casualties resulted. 


At Tomsk a mob marched through 


the streets singing revolutionary songs 
and demanding the establishment of a 
communal republic. Troops charged 
the crowds and many persons were 
wounded. Additional troops are being 
hnrribd to the most disturbed districts. 
One hundred thousand soldiers are on 
duty here. The indications are that a 
general strike extending to the 
re- 


motest parts of the empire will be in- 
augurated. In many quarters it is be- 
lieved that by Monday the crisis will 
be over and that a new era will have 
dawned for Russia. Whether this can 
be accomplished without bloodshed is 
extremely 
doubtful.

Warsaw, Oct. 28. — The governor 


general has ordered the troops to 
shoot every agitator caught armed. 
At Lodz the governor has ordered the 
officers in the event of disturbances 
to act without mercy. 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 28.—In spite of 


the absence of serious disorders, there 
is a condition of actual panic in this 
city. Half of the population is com- 
pelled to rely on candles or kerosene 
lamps 
for light, while the street 


lamps in a large part of the city have 
been extinguished. The streets prac- 
tically are deserted except for the 
squads of infantry and cavalry which 
are everywhere. The shops began to 
close in • the afternoon in even the 
Morskaia, Nevsky and other central 
streets. Many of the inhabitants shut 
themselves in their houses, scarcely 
venturing out to make necessary pur- 
chases of food, which has mounted to 
famine prices. 


The last link of the railroads bind- 


ing the capital with the outer world 
was broken when the Finland road 
suspended service between St. Peters- 
burg and the Finnish border. Tele- 
graphic communication is still open, 
but there is a possibility that the 
cable operators may be compelled to 
join a general strike of telegraphers.

The governor of Kieffi has been in- 
structed to take all necessarj meas- 
ures to restore order, which the local 
commandant and the commander of 
the troops are unable to maintain.

Woman 
Answering. Description

Missing Lady Found Mangled Be- 
side Railway Track In Philadelphia 
and Dies In a Hospital—Victim Left 
Home to Go to New Jersey Town. 


New York, Oct 28. — With $15,000 


worth of jewelry and a large sum of 
money in her possession, Margaret 
Todd, 80 years old, who is very weal- 
thy, 
has disappeared mysteriously. 


Mrs. Todd, who is said to- be in her 
second childhood, left her hotel in 
West Twenty-sixth street to go to 
East Orange, N. J. A cabman who 
drove her to the railroad station in 
Hohoken purchased her ticket and 
saw her board thS train. Later it 
was learned, that Mrs. Todd had not 
reached her destination. The police 
fear that she may have been followed 
by somebody who knew that she had 
jewelry and money on her person. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 28. — A woman 


supposed to be Mrs. Todd, 80, of New 
Tork, was found along the tracks of 
the Philadelphia and Reading railway 
at the Oxford street entrance to Fair- 
mount paik. Both legs were severed 
from the body below the knees and 
her head was crushed. The woman 
was hurriedly conveyed to the Ger- 
man hospital, where she died a few 
minutes later. How the woman met 
with the accident is not known, and 
the officials have started an investi- 
gation. From papers, newspaper clip- 
pings and letters found on the body 
the police believe that she is the wife 
of Louis L. Todd, proprietor of the 
hotels Marlborough and Vendome of 
New York. When found the woman 
wore eight diamond rings, diamond 
ear rings and a diamond brooch. The 
body is at the morgue -and the police 
have taken charge of the valuables.

The noise of the 
safe blowing warned the operator that 
bank robbers were at work and she 
promptly warned every one in town 
who had telephones. Many sought to 
reach the street and give battle to the 
robbers, but when they looked into the 
muzzles of the desperaOaes' revolvers, 
decided to remain within. After- se- 
curing the loot the men walked west 
on Main street. After they passed the 
town limits, every man in Hagerstown 
followed, all armed with revolvers and 
guns. Lew Bowman and Oscar Work- 
ing came in sight of the robbers arid 
opened fire at close range. The rob- 
bers returned the fire hut no one was 
wounded. It is believed the gang had 
two wagons waiting for them a mile or 
so out of Hagerstown, and that they 
drove in the direction of New Castle.

Court History ol the Lingafelter Cases. 


In aiibwur to the unjubl attack oi) 


Prosecutor KiUglbbon, here is the h 
tory of the Lingafelter cases: 


The Savings bank went 
into the 


hands of a receiver In May, 1904. The 


first grand jury that 
met following 


this convened 
September 2."», of the 


same jear. It made its report and re- 
turned indictments against the Linga- 
felters about October 10th. The cases 
were assigned for trial November 20th. 
The defendants filed a motion for a 
change of venue and the court trans 
ferred the cases, over the objections 
of the prosecutor, to Mt. Vernon for 
trial. 
On account of the condition of 


the docket in. Knox county the cases 
could not be tried that term of court, 
but were assigned for 
the following 


term in January. The cases came on 
for trial in February and lasted three 
weeks. 
The motion for a new trial 


>vas overruled about March 5th, and 
the defendants were given 40 days, the 
statutory time, in which to prepare a 
bill of exceptions. The Circuit court 
met in Mt. Vernon March 21st, a few 
weeks after the Lingafelters were sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary, 
and ad- 


journed on March 24th, the bill of 
exceptions not having been prepared 
by the defendants' attorneys, the cases 
for that reason were not presented to 
them. The Circuit court did not con- 
vene again in Knox county until Oc- 
tober 10th of this year. 


It will be seen by the foregoing 


statement, and the records of the court 
amply substantiate it, that it was ab- 
solutely impossible to 
force these 


cases to trial sooner than they were 
by Prosecutor Fitzgibbon. 


The American Tribune asks why 


Mrs. Lingafelter was not tried when 
other indictments are standing against 
her. 
At the April term of court, six 


months ago, Prosecutor Fitzgibbon as- 
signed for trial James F. Lingafelter, 
Robert C. Lingafelter and Mary J. Lin- 
gafelter on indictments other 
than 


those on which they were tried in Mt. 
Vernon. Judge Seward, then on the 
bench, and to whom the cases would 
be tried, suggested that it would be 
advisable to await the decision of the 


ircuit court on the different points in 


volved before any new prosecutions 
were instituted. The suggestion was 
followed, and that is the reason that 
the LingaEelters have not been tried 
on the other indictments. 


The vigorous and successful prose- 


cution of two of these 'cases on the 
part of Mr. Fitzgibbon resulted in the 
conviction of James F. and Robert C 
Lingafelter as promptly as it was pos 
sible to be done, and they are each 
now under sentence to the penitentiary 
for five years. That they are not serv- 
ing their sentences now is only due to 
the time taken by the Circuit court on 
the appeal of the cases.

Newark for a wat«r works system. 
The board employed Mr. Lewis K. 
Davis consulting engineer, to prepare 
said plans 
Th<« board proceeded to 


investigate the different wat<*r systems 
in other c'ties and from saad invesliga 
lion they derided that th<> most mod- 
ern improved water systems of today 
was the direct pressure system, and at 
a nr-eling of th^ board a resolution 
was passed in which they adontotf the 
direct pressure system, but to still re-j 


tain the Horn's Hill farm for the lo- 
cation of the pumping station accord- 
ing lo the nrat bidding. 


After the rejection of the llrht bids, 


Mr. L. K. Davis, the engineer, present- 
ed a proposition to the board whereby 
If the board would change the location 
of the pumping station they could save 
quite a large «um of money. He rep- 
resent Pd that we could save the laying 
of 4.000 feet of 1C inch cast iron pipe; 
also save the expense of crossing the 
North Fork of the Licking two times, 
and the operating expenses could save 
more than $1100.00 per year in trans- 
porting coal from the 
cars to 
the 


pumping station, as the siding would 
take the place of hiring teams to haul 
the ooal, and that the contractors could 
make a lower figure on the construc- 
tion of the pumping station, as they 
could purchase material 
cheaper by 


means of rail than 
they could by 


wagon. 


Under the same recommendation the 


Board of Public Service passed a res- 
olution directing the president of the 
Board to procure, if possible, an op- 
tion on a piece of land for the new lo- 
cation, and upon the advice of the en- 
gineer he selected a site on the Litten 
farm, owned by Mr. Yost. When 
I 


came to get the option, I found that 
Mr James K. Hamill had an option on 
the entire farm, and I then procurred 
an option for the city for as much of 
the farm as they wanted, at $200 per 
acre. 
The engineer then staked the 


the land off and we found that we 
needed 20.37 acres which cost $4074.00 


We found that after the contract was 


let for the water works system that 
we had saved S7,000.00 besides the pur- 
chase of the land in the changing ,of 
the location, besides having a side- 
track to the pumping station, which is, 
as yon see, an annual saving of more 
than $1100.00 on fuel alone. 


Now, 
Mr. Editor of the American- 


Tribune, if the City of Newark desires 
to dispose of the Horn's Hill property 
I am here to give them every cent they 
paid for it, and will give them 6 per 
cent interest for tfie same from, the 
time the city purchased the land to the 
time of the sale. 


This whole proposition was brought 


before the Municipal committee of the 
Board of Trade and it was through 
their recommendation that the board 
adopted it. I also iJsire to say at this 
juncture that I was not either direct' 
or indirectly interested in any jvay in 
any of the land:/ that the city of New- 
ark has purchased. 


In answer to the American-Tribune's 


second question, "Why were the plans 
and specifications made at such great 
cost for a $700,000.00 plant, when the 
B. B. S. knew perfectly well that it had 
only $300,000 to spend on' the proposed 
system?" I state that there was never 
but one set of plans drawn up by the 
engineer, Mr. L. K.-fDavis, for the City 
of Newark, and they were general 
plans for a water System for this city 
for the present and for fifty years 
hence and for these nlans the engineer 
drew up specifications to proceed to 
advertise for bids for that portion of 
the system that the Board had money 
available for that purpose. And when- 
ever it is the desire of the city to ex 
tend their mains they have the san;e 
general plans on file in the ofliee ot 
the Board of Public Servrice to work 
to. 


I presume the only way that you can 


get the $700.000.00 is to come back in 
50 years and probably by that t: 
the plant will have cost the city that 
sum of money. 


Further, wnat moral right had the 


Board of Public Service to begin the 
construction of a $500,000.00 water 
works plant when the city exchequer 
is shy $200,000.00 on the price? 


In answer to the same I would state 


that the B P. S had no legal right to 
contract for a water system for a dol 
lar more than was appropriated by the 
City Council to said Board for that 
purpose. We proceeded to carry out 
the orders of the City Council as the 
Board of Public Service had no option 
in the matter. 


I further desire to state that the 


Board of Public Sen-ice are public ser- 
vants of the citizens of Newark, and 
their records are open, for the inspec- 
tion of any person at any time they 
wish to make an investigation.

Hours' Work. 


A smashup occurred in the B. and 


O. yards early Friday evening which 
fortunately was not attended by fatal 
results, or serious injury. Engine 1930 
in charge of Engineer Roy Cornell, 
was pulling down the main track at 
a good rate of speed to couple on what 
is known as the "turkey train," a 
fast freight, which had been made up 
and was standing in the lower part of 
the yards Engineer Cornell had been 
told that the track was clear and put 
on a good head of steam. 


However two flat cars, each loaded 


with an empty oil tank, had been 
switched on the main track and were 
standing there when the 1930 came 
down. Seeing that a collision was in- 
evitable Engineer Cornell jumped, and 
sustained a slightly sprained leg. His 
fireman escaped injury. 


Both flat cars and the oil tanks were 


badly damaged, while the front end of 
the 1930 was mashed in. 


The wrecking crew at once went to 


work to clear up the wreck, which 
took about two hours. The accident 
occurred east of the yard office.

Such is the substance of a 
statement made by Captain Kraver to 
an Advocate reporter Saturday morn- 
ing. 


In spite of the fact that an affidavit 


was filed In police court making blood 
curdling charges against the special 
officers, the story from the other side, 
presents the matter In a 
different 


light. The officers claim that J. H. 
Barrom. the officer who broke Geible's 
glass door, was not rioting. He was 
simply drunk and was dancing. In his 
glee, he accidentally smashed the win- 
dow. 


"While Barrom was effecting a settle- 


ment, hot words ensued and the three 
other officers, hearing the racket, en- 
tered the place with a revolver drawn. 
Barrom was tak?n crat of the saloon as 
quietly as possible and taken to the 
barracks.
